Taxpayers should appeal Over-assessment on St. Albert —

Upon examining a multitude of assessments 
in the Town of St, Albert I have observed 
several inconsistencies and errors of 
assessment judgement that all tend to exage~ 
erate land valuation, Some of these factors 
tend to discriminate against individual land 
owners; others, having by far the greatest 
effect, discriminate against the whole Town 
in relation to the City of Edmonton and I 
suspect most other municipalities in the 
Province, In assessing land, the assessors 
determine what is the present market value 
of the land ona front foot basis for a standard 
depth lot, 

The assessors use the principle of depth 
influence to determine the relative value of 
all lots of greater or less depth than the lot 
of standard depth, The assessors set 110 feet 
as the standard depth (which, incidentally, 
happens to be the shortest depth for lots in 
St, Albert as well), On this basis, and using 
the assessors tables, a lot 150 feet in depth 
is considered to have an effective frontage 
of 1,168 feet for every actual front foot or 
in the case of a 50 foot lot an effective 
frontage of 58,4 feet, Most 110 foot lots in 
St, Albert are in laneless subdivisions and 
considered minimum frofitage and the maj~ 
ority of greater than 110 foot Iots are in land 
subdivisions where a 50 foot frontage is 
considered minimum, Therefore, providing 
a proper value for land on a foot frontage 
basis is set no real inequity could be claimed, 
There are, however, some lots backing on 
main traffic arteries that were made a 
greater depth in order to provide separation 
between traffic and residence, The assess- 
ment manual provides for improvements ob- 
solescence on residential properties if they 
are adjacent to or on “‘truck routes, main 
arterial roads, etc,’’ The assessors have not 
taken this into ‘consideration and have bumped 

up approximately 9300 front feet by an extra 
409 feet (120 feet depth) and approximately 
5,100 feet by an extra 444 feet (130 feet depth) 
This represents an over-excess evaluation of 
approximately $15,141, 

EXCESS EVALUATION OVER $217,000 

The assessors in setting up market values 
for land in St, Albert used $17,75 per front 
foot for land which is a fair and equitable 
amount and is the best price anyone can get 


today for serviced land, HOWEVER, TO THIS 
AMOUNT THE ASSESSORS HAVE ADDED 
$35.00 PER FRONT FOOT FOR MUNICIPAL 
SERVICES SUCH AS SANITARY SEWERS, 
MAINS, WATER MAINS, PAVED ROADS, 
CONCRETE CURBS, CONCRETE SIDE- 
WALKS, AND BOULEVARDS, The assessors 
will claim this is the actual per front foot 
value of these services that abutt the actual 
frontage, This is a ridiculous claim and will 
be dealt with further on, However, at this 
point I want only to point up that if in fact 
this is a fair cost for actual abutting serv- 
ices then the $35.00 should be added only - 
to, the actual frontage and not the effective 
frontage as determined by the depth in- 
fluence, 

The effect of this over-assessment on the 
Town at large is approximately 6,205 front 


feet multiplied by $35.00 or a gross excess 
evaluation of approximately $217,175.00, 

The assessors claim (that the market 
value of the land should include the present 
cost of local improvements that are installed 
on behalf of the municipality on municipally 
owned land) does not hold water when exam= 
ined by comparison with the City of Edmonton, 
I have checked out three lots in Edmonton 
with the identical house that is situated on 
a lot in St, Albert, I ascertained the selling 
price of land in Edmontonin each ofthe three 
areas from a reputable real estate firm, The 
City of Edmonton assesses residential. land 
at 60% of market value of the land alone, 
exclusive of the cost of municipal local 


improvements, The following are my find- 
ings:

The City of Edmonton charges approx- 
imately $38,00 per front foot for local 
improvements and absorbs approximately 
$16,00 per front foot if equated to the total 
cost of all special andlocalimprovements as 
set out by the policies of the Town of St, 
Albert, 

The assessors have assessed 50 x 150 
foot unserviced lots in St, Albert at $400 per 
lot or equated to an equivalent lot 110 feet 
deep at $6.85 per front foot, Onthe basis that 
the assessment is 65% of the market value 
of the land then the assessors would value 
unserviced servicable land at a market 
value of $10.54 per front foot, This is $7,21 
less than an equivalent serviced lot, How can 
the assessors assess our serviced land at 
70% greater then unserviced land then add 
to this an inflated cost of actual local 
improvements services, The effect of this 
error on the Town at large is approxi- 
mately 128,700 front feet at $35.00 per front 
foot or a gross excess evaluation of app- 
roximately $4,500,000,00, THIS TOGETHER 
WITH THE OTHER TWO EXCESSES I HAVE 
PREVIOUSLY POINTED OUT, REPRESENTS 
AN OVER-—ASSESSMENT OF $3,076,000,00, 


ON THIS 28 MILLS OR $86,000 MORE WILL 
HAVE TO BE PAD INTO THE SCHOOL 
FOUNDATION PROGRAM BY ST, ALBERT 
THAN IF OUR LAND WAS ASSESSED ON 
THE SAME MARKET EVALUATION OF 
LAND AS EDMONTON, 


$38, MORE PER AVERAGE TAXPAYER 

The cost to the average taxpayer in the 
Town of St, Albert (who has a 60 x 110 foot 
lot) will be $38,00 for the extra school

the rules was to steal another 
hunter’s kill, If caught the 
culprit would be brought to 
the centre of the camp by 
his team captain, The cap= 
tain would point to the off- 
ender and announce to the 
entire camp that the word 
“‘Thief’”’? would be added to 
the man’s name, After aday’s 
hunt the men would spend the 
evenings telling yarns around 
the campfire, mostly they 
praised their own daring, 
Meanwhile, the women tanned 
the buffalo hides, processed 
the fat and dried the meat, 
That year, 1850, eight hundred 
buffalo were taken, Soonhow= 
ever the hunts began to follow 
the herds south, as less and 
less buffalo grazed on the 
grassland around Buffalo 
Lake, Even with the rules 
the last hunt took place in 
1875, There were no more 
buffalo, 

It stands to reason that 
everyone will have a birth- 
day in 1967, Why not have a 
party with a Centennial 
theme?

The recent assessment has 
doubled the land value for 
taxation purposes for some 
property owners and we are

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Last week’s instalment of the history of 
St, Albert by Father Alexis Tetreault O,M,L 
dealt with the events leading to the Riel 
Rebellion and Bishop Grandin’s devoted efforts 
to avert an uprising in this area, The article 
took us to the Frog Lake massacre on Good 
Friday of 1885, 


THE RIEL UPRISING, 1885: 

It is now necessary that I relate how the 
uprising affected St, Albert and what St, 
Albert did during these regrettable events, 

On March 28th, a telegram brought the 
news of a bloody encounter near Duck Lake, 
between the Mounted Police and the Metis, 
The next day, Father H, Leduc at St, Albert 
related the event in church, noted the dis- 
astrous consequences of such=-action and 
stressed the obligation of obeying lawful 
authority, Many in the settlement were very 
excited, 

On April 4th, a courier brought the sad 
news of the Frog Lake massacre, Rumours 
of an imminent attack on Victoria spread 
like wildfire, The population of Fort Saske 
atchewan and elsewhere feared for their 
Safety, On April 8th, at 3 o’clock p,m, ata 
large meeting in St, Albert it was decided 
that the Bishop would call another meeting 
if the circumstances warranted it, that in 
case of trouble in the vicinity, a delegation 
consisting of the Bishop himself, a priest 
Messrs, Sam Cuningham and John Rowland 
and three or four other ambassadors would 
go to interview the troublemakers, 

That same day, Jos, Lamoureux, Frank 
Lamoureux and Mrs, Curron and their families 
Sought refuge in the nuns’ convent, On April 
9th, six other families arrived from Fort 
Saskatchewan Barracks of the N,W.M.P, A 
telegram from J, John Howard a Methodist 
minister, to Bishop Grandin said, ‘‘May I senc 
my wife and child to you for shelter, Answer 
Bishop Grandin threw open his large new two- 
Storey school building, his warehouse and 
Shops for the refugees, and gave them all 
every comfort and assistance, 


On April llth, Mr, Beapre from Fort Sask- 
atchewan brought the news that the Indians 
of Beaver Lake has stolen some cattle and 
were advancing on Fort Saskatchewan, The 
same day a telegram from Captain Gries- 
bach’s dispatch said: ‘It is reported that the 
Blackfeet have or are about to tear up the 
C.P.R, tracks,” In the whole district, fear 
had by now developed into a panic, All but four 
families from Fort Edmonton sent the women 
and children to the ‘city of refuge,’ the only 
place that seemed safe because ofthe prestige 
and influence of the holy Bishop of St, Albert, 
or Father Lacombe and their associates, All 
the women and children of Namao arrived 
One of the refugees wrote: ‘‘The women and 
children made their beds on the floor in long 
rows,’’ Some fifteen women and twenty-one 
children were fed and sheltered at the mission, 
Many found lodging at the homes of Dan

NEWS ARRIVED THAT THE CREEINDIANS 
AT PEACE HILLS (Wetaskiwin) HAD LOOTED 
THE H, B, COMPANY STORE THERE, HAD 
DRIVEN AWAY M, LEE, THE FARM IN- 
STRUCTOR, AND WERE ABOUT TO ATTACK 
FORT EDMONTON, FATHER CONSTANTIN 
SCOLLEN, SPOKE TO THE REBELS SO 
FORCEFULLY THAT THEY PROMISED TO 
REMAIN PEACEFUL, AND THREE DAYS 
LATER WHAT WAS LEFT OF THE BOOTY 
WAS RETURNED AND THE FARM INSTRUC- 
TOR WAS REQUESTED TO RETURN TO HIS 
POST, 

It is said that a letter addressed to the 
rebels by Governor Dewdney, stating that the 
Blackfeet: Indians were loyal to the Govern= 
ment and if they went on the warpath, it would 
be on the side of the Redcoats, was also 
effective, 


Father Blanchet sent news that the band of 
Assiniboines of Chief Alexis, from Lae Ste, 
Anne and from Riviere Qui Barre had attacked 
the H, B, Company Store at that pointon April 
10th and had shouted and eaten and danced all. 
night, The chief refused to surrender a letter 
received from Louis Riel, but promised totry 
and keep his young warriors peaceful, 

On April 18th, the Edmonton Bulletin wrote: 
“It is feared that Lac La Biche has been 
taken,”’ 

On April 20th, a message from James Mc= 
Dougall, Factor at Fort Edmonton, related the 
defeat of the loyal forces at Carlton, Sask= 
atchewan, and a telegram to Father Leduc 
stated: ‘Three hundred troups leave Calgary 
today for Edmonton,’ On April 27th, a false 
rumour circulated at Fort Edmonton that three 
hundred Indians were advancing against the 
fort, 

On May Ist, four «companies of the 65th 
Battalion arrived in Edmonton, Two were 
dispatched to Victoria on May 7th, and two 
to Battleford, 

On May 4th, a large band of Big Bear’s 
warriors attacked, looted, and burned the 
H, B, Company Store at Lac La Biche village 
and would have attacked the settlement seven 
miles away and looted its warehouse had they 
not learned that it was strongly defended, In 
fact only fifteen men kept guard around the 
mission, The nuns and children, one priest 
and one lay brother, in all 2] persons, with 
three Metis: families, had left the mission on 
April 27 to seek refuge in a fishing hut on an 
island in the lake and remained there for 
two weeks, On May 10th, news arrived of the 
defeat at Cut Knife, Sask,, and of the arrival 
of three hundred soldiers in Edmonton, On 
May 16th, at a large meeting at St, Albert, 
it was decided to form a company of volun- 
teers to protect the life and property of St, 
Albert Settlement, Messrs, Sam Cunningham 
was chosen Captain; Dan Maloney, Ist Lieu- 
tenant; Octave Bellerose, 2nd Lieutenant; 
Alfred Cunningham, Staff Sergeant; M, Grey,

On May 25th 
Captain Desgeorges officially received them 
into the. Active Service of the Militia of 
Canada under the name of the St, Albert 
Mounted Riflemen, A camp was set up behind 
the mission, On May 26th, rifles, ammunition 
and provisions arrived and the training of 
the volunteers began, On May 18th, atelegram 
announced the arrest of Louis Riel, On May 
22, came word, “‘Beardy and his braves 
(at Duck Lake, Sask,) have surrendered,” 
On May 27th, ‘‘Poundmaker and all his Indians 
have surrendered,’’ On May 3lst, six scouts 
under Frederic Durocher of St, Albert were 
enlisted as couriers for the Army between 
Fort Pitt and Edmonton, On June 9th, thirty 
volunteers left St, Albert under Captain Des- 
georges to protect Lac La Biche settlement 
against Big Bear, Following his capture, they 
returned to St, Albert on July 4th, On July 
9th, the volunteers received their pay and the 
St, Albert Mounted Riflemen were disbanded, 
The Privates received $2.50 a day extra for 
those who made the expedition to Lac La Biche, 
By April 17th most of the refugees at 
St, Albert had gone back:to their homes, 
A heavy frost had destroyed most of the 
crops in St, Albert settlement in 1884, The 
Mission was able to save 1,860 bushels of 
wheat and 600 bushels of potatoes and give much 


needed assistance to the improverished sett- — 


lers, In 1885, important repair work againwas 


necessary on the local bridge, On September 
Ist, three government inspectors examined 
this bridge in the name of the Council and 
evaluated it as $1,500, The dam at the mill
